WO of the Labour Govern- 

ment’s manifesto flagship 
schemes have been scrapped 
because of increased electoral sup- 
port for the British National Party 
in this year’s council elections. 
Locally elected mayors and direct 
elections to police authorities had 
been two of the Government’s 
most publicised initiatives to give 
local communities more effective 
democracy, but now both have been 
shelved because BNP mayors and 
BNP police representatives have 
bécome a real possibility.

HERE is a growing disġúiet 
amongst officers within 


Merseyside Police over the witch- 
hunt launched by the force’s 
police chiefs against the British 
National Party. 

The wrongful arrest of BNP leafleters 
and the hounding of one of their own 
officers because his name appeared 
on a stolen BNP list, has led to a gulf 
appearing between the orders issued 
by senior officers and the thinking of 
the ordinary bobby on the beat. 

Seven days after 13 BNP members 
were arrested and held in custody for 
12 hours for leafleting in Liverpool city 
centre, Merseyside police bosses were 
left with red faces after being forced 
into an embarrassing climb-down. 
Senior officers had been bragging to 
local Labour Party councillors and 
officials that anyone distributing the 
BNP leaflet ‘Racism Cuts Both Ways’ 
in Liverpool would be arrested and 
prosecuted. But that was before the 
Crown Prosecution Service ruled that 
the leaflet “was unlikely to increase 
racial hatred” and could quite legally 
be distributed. Apparently police 
chiefs were livid and immediately 
appealed against the decision, send- 
ing in a huge list of objections to 
the ruling. But it was all to no avail 
and their appeal was rejected, which 
meant they had to inform the local 
Labour Party that the British National 
Party were quite at liberty to put their 
leaflets out in the city after all. 

The hounding of PC Steve Bett- 
ley, who was suspended from duty 
and now faces a misconduct panel, 
because his name appeared on the list 
illegally published on the Internet, has 
also upset his colleagues: 

Dozens of officers have contacted the 
BNP to voice their concerns at the 
witch-hunt “against one of our own”,

senior officers appear to be taking 
their instructions from the Merseyside 
Black Police Association after it had 
told the Liverpool Post:

Party, they should be dismissed from 
service.” 

As if to placate the MBPA, Chief Con- 
stable Bernard Hogan-Howe, felt the 
need to echo their message in the same 
report. 

It is this pandering to political inter- 
est groups and the abandonment of 
the principles of fair policing that has 
caused unrest within the force. 

“There is unease amongst rank and 
file officers that decisions are being 
made because of political pressure and 
this goes against the very bedrock of 
good police practice,” one officer told 
Freedom. 

He said that he believed Miedo

ACK in June 2004 the British 

National Party came close to 
winning a seat in the North West 
Euro Constituency when just 31,727 
votes short, which was omy 1.5% of 
the total vote. 
Unfortunately this time around, 
because of the new countries joining 
the European Union, Britain has lost 
a number of its seats in the European 
Parliament and in the North West 
there are now just eight seats up for 
grabs rather than the nine in 2004. 
But thankfully, because of the nature 
of the D’Hondt voting system, that 
will not make too much difference 
and based on 2004 voting patterns 
we would need another 33,842 votes 


(1.6%) to take the last and eighth 
seat on offer. 

But of course, the voting patterns next 
June will be very different from 2004 
because of the collapse of the UK 
Independence Party which could mean 
that as much as 90% of the UKIP vote 
will go elsewhere. While the BNP will 
hope to pick up some of this, the lion’s 
share will go back to the Tories from 
where it came, and because the Tories 
took that 8th seat in 2004 this could 
raise the percentage needed to win 
that seat. However this might well be 
compensated by the fall in the Labour 
vote, which could once again drop the 
percentage needed to win the eighth seat 
back to around 8%.

OREIGN electricity companies 

are exploiting British house- 
holds in order to protect their own 
country’s folk from rising prices. 


Electricity bills in Britain have 
increased EIGHT times faster than 
in other major European countries 
because here our electricity is pro- 
vided by the foreign firms who control 
our power supplies. 

Electricity unit prices in Britain have 
risen by 15% in the 12 months to 
October 2008 whilst in France elec- 
tricity bills have risen by just 5.5% 
over the same period - and that’s 
despite the fact that many British and 
French households are buying power 
from the same supplier, EDF. 

A clue as to why lies in what ‘EDF’ 
stands for - Electricite de France! 
In. Germany, households have 
paid just 1.7% more over the last 
year for electricity sold to them 
by German firm RWE. Now that’s 
just one-eighth of the price rise the 
same German firm has demanded 
from British families receiving 
their supplies from Npower, the 
British arm of RWE. 

It is quite natural for French and 
German companies to want to put 
the welfare of their own people

THE Home Office has admitted 
that there are now five different Police 
Associations for officers that are 
members of the ethnic minorities. _ 
This is despite the numbers of black and 
Asian recruits being halved over the past 
five years. 


EUROPEAN Union Justice Minister 

Jacques Barrot, wants the 27-nation 
bloc to provide higher standards for 
asylum seekers. 
He called on member states to establish 
national procedures to meet the needs of 
asylum seekers, including easier access 
to employment. 


THE leader of the Liberal Democrats 

in the European Parliament has called 
for all drugs to be legalised. 
North West MEP Chris Davies, said it was 
the only way to prevent drug-related crime. 
Drugs research body, Drugscope, said 
calls to legalise drugs were “naive”. 


HE Labour Government says it 

hasn’t got the money to spend on 
Britain’s sea defences, yet it can afford 
to help Caribbean Islands prepare for 
storms caused by climate change. 
People who were flooded out of their 
homes last summer are still living in 
caravans with their families, yet the 
Government can give money to flood 
victims in Ghana. 
Our village- schools are closing

As a young man, he had a reputation 
for daring, and the actions that won 
him the Victoria Cross exemplified 
this, when despite being wounded he 
single-handedly held off enemy troops, 
allowing his men to reach safety. 

The original sign went missing when 
the pub changed its name to the Hop- 
ping Horse in 1997, four years later 
it reverted back to the John Brunt 
but the sign had never been replaced 
until now.

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HE British Beer & Pub Associa- 

tion’s quarterly Beer Barometer 
found that 161 million fewer pints 
were sold in Britain’s pubs this year 
compared to the same three-month 
period last year - that’s a drop of 1.8 
million pints a day. 
It is the biggest drop-off in sales in the 
third quarter of the year since Labour 
came to power in 1997. 
Falling beer sales and the smoking ban 
are forcing five pubs a day to close and 
now more than half the villages of Eng- 
land are without an inn or pub for the 
first time since the Norman Conquest. 
Industry experts predict that a further 
7,500 pubs will be forced to close by 
2012, which will mean that each pub, 
with its distinctive history and local 
atmosphere conducive as a place not 
only in which to drink, but also to eat, 
to meet, to play games and watch sport, 
will be lost forever. 
In rural Britain the pub is the centre 
of the community in much the same 
way the Church used to be but now 
just as the church has faded away, so 
the pub will follow suit. 
The Government is to blame for the 
demise of the pub with its unfair taxes 
and draconian smoking ban. Why go 
out to the local on a cold night when 
once there you have to pay more for 
your pint and stand outside if you 
want a cigarette. 


Freedom wants to see the tax on beer 
sold in pubs to be dramatically reduced 
and landlords given the choice of 
whether they want to allow smoking or 
to serve food. 

The British pub is a tradition that must 
be preserved because its loss will 
change the face of many of our com- 
munities.

and their training falls below standards 
required of British nurses. 

In her ward of twenty four patients, 
washing and feeding is hap-hazard 
and medication is not administered 
when it is due. Despite numerous 
complaints to the management, things 
haven’t improved, and the nurse was 
even told: “stop causing trouble or go 
and find a different area to work in”. 
But now other nurses in the same hos- 
pital are raising their concerns too. 
Many believe that elderly patients are 
actually dying due to malnutrition. 
“No one takes responsibility to check 
the patient’s diet, or that they are even 
being fed on a regular basis. When 
food is left untouched, no one seems 
to be concerned as to why the meal 
is being left. Anyone daring to voice 
criticism of the system is shot down in 
flames,” says the nurse. 


Russell Green was shocked by the 


revelations but thanked the nurse for 
bringing this lack of basic care to the 
public’s attention. 

“A hard-working and vastly expe- 
rienced nurse has spoken out and 
this Government should take notice. 
A once fine hospital has become a 
broken institution and patients’ lives 
are now being put at risk,” he said
